Lamar Caudle testified today that 
former Attorney General J. How- 
ard McGrath once told him: “I 
know enough about the White 
House to blow it so high the force 
of gravity would never bring it 
back to earth.” 

Caudle, former Assistant At- 
torney General in charge of the 
tax division, also said McGrath 
told him a “White House clique” 
was responsible for the dismissal 
of Caudle and McGrath. Both 
were fired by President Truman. 

After today’s hearing, which 
concluded Caudle’s’ testimony 
before the House subcommittee 
investigating the Justice Depart- 
ment, Caudle told reporters his 
Own -“idea” about the member- 
ship of the White House “clique” 
was that it consisted of former 
Press Secretary Joseph Short, 
who died last week; Charles S. 
Murphy, presidential counsel, and 
David Stowe, administrative as- 
sistant to the President. 

Remark After Firings. 

“As best as I can remember,” 
Caudle told reporters, McGrath 
made the remark about knowing 
enough about the White House to 
“blow it so high” in a conversa- 
tion some time after Truman fired 
McGrath last April.

He prom- 
ised there would be no “pork 
barreling while our economy is in 
its present condition.” He re- 
jected a “new federally-financed 
boondogglie.” But he did not 
promise to reduce taxes. 

“I don’t like taxes,” he said. 
“I shall do everything I can to 
reduce them. But I will make 
no promises I know I cannot 
keep. We must spend to be safe 
and taxes are better than infla- 
tion.”

He charged in his speech last 
night that Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Republican candidate, has 
stated no position on prices and 
inflation, and added: 

“He has, however, permitted 
the astonishing statement to be 
made for him that he agrees with 
Senator Taft on all matters of do- 
mestic policy. And Senator Taft’s 
record as the leader of the infla- 
tionary shock troops in Congress 
is clearly written.” 

This was an apparent reference 
to the statement issued Sept. 12 
by Senator Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio, whom Eisenhower defeated 
for the nomination, after the two 
men conferred in New York. Taft 
said he and the general were in 
agreement on domestic policies. 
The statement said a reduction in 
taxes “to the six-billion-dollar 
level” should be possible in 1955. 

Stevenson has said previously 
that if the rearmament program 
proceéds on schedule a tax reduc- 
tion might be possible in two 
years.

Stevenson continued: ‘The 
great majority of Republicans 
in Congress voted to end 
rent control.

BALTIMORE, Sept. 24 — Gov. 
Adlai E. Stevenson, in a break- 
fast talk to a group of volunteer 
Stevenson workers, defended to- 
day his use of a fund to supple- 
ment the salaries of Illinois public 
officials recruited by him at a 
financial sacrifice to themselves. 

He said the salary supplements 
were paid in the form of Christ- 
mas gifts. He said he would not 
disclose the names of the recip- 
jents or the donors, or the 
amounts. 


The Democratic presidential 
candidate said, however, that no 
donor knew the recipient of any 
gift and no recipient knew the 
donor. The gifts, he said, came 
from a fund made up of excess 
contributions to his 1948 cam- 
paign for Governor and subse- 
quent contributions. 

Chicago newspapers called at- 
tention to the fund after it was 
disclosed that Senator Richard M. 
Nixon, of California, Republican 
vice presidential nominee, had 
been subsidized to the extent of 
$18,235 by 76 wealthy constitu- 
ents. Stevenson did not mention 
the Nixon episode. 

Governor Explains Position. 

The Governor said he saw no 
Purpose in disclosing further de- 
tails as that would amount to a 
breach of faith with the state of- 
ficials who received the gifts from 
him. He pointed out the officials 
not only received smaller salaries 
from the state than they had from 
private industry, but- gave up the 
se-urity of private employment. 

One man, he said, stuck with 
hin despite at least three offers 
at three times his public salary. 

“This sort of loyalty is difficult 
to attract and one attracted is 
hard to treat lightly,” the Gov- 
ernor said. 

He was roundly applauded by 
about 400 persons attending the 
breakfast meeting, which pre- 
ceded the Governor’s departure 
for his permanent campaign head- 
quarters in Springfield.

After touring the prison, State 
Public Safety Director Michael 
Seyfrit said: “I can see there was 
no dereliction by the warden or 
any of the guards. I'll look into 
the inmates’ demands, and if I 
find they are justified and there 
is anything wrong, I'll make the 
necessary changes.” 

A legislative committee which 
previously had decided to investi- 
gate conditions at the prison will 
hold a hearing here Saturday. 
In the disturbances, which be- 
gan at 5 p.m. Monday, two guards 
and two prisoners were injured, 
ancther inmate suffered a heart 
attack and the rioters caused 
damage estimated at $5000 in 
broken windows, battered cell 
locks and smashed dining room 


Stevenson got into his subject 
by pointing out that he had al- 
Ways been concerned with the 
difficulties of recruiting person- 
nel because of low state salaries.

He apologized for the ‘“dull- 
ness” of last night’s Baltimore 
speech on inflation, saying that 
“if you’ve ever tried to write a 
speech on inflation and can do 
any better, I wish you'd send it 
to me.” 

He stressed the fact that he 
was conducting an independent. 
campaign. He was surprised, he 
said, that the labor unions had 
been so enthusiastic about him, 
because he had given them some 
plain talk and had not appealed 
to them as special interest groups. 

He mentioned his position on 
tideland oil (in favor of the Fed- 
eral Government’s paramount in- 
terest) as an example of how he 
was refusing to appeal to special 
interests. 

Demand That Nominee Quit. 

C. Wayland Brooks, Illinois Re- 
publican national commifteeman 
and former Senator from Illinois 
had demanded yesterday that 
Stevenson withdraw from _ the

disclosure of the private fund. 
Brooks made his demand in a 
letter to Stephen Mitchell, chair- 
man of the Democratic national 
committee. 

“I think that’s ridiculous,” was 
Mitchell’s reply to reporters in 
Washington who asked him if he 
would demand that Stevenson re- 
tire as the party’s presidential 
candidate. 

Brooks, long prominent in Re- 
publican party affairs and now a 
Chicago attorney, also called for

Nine mechanic’s liens totaling 
$272,096 have been filed in Cir- 
cuit Court against the Hampton 
Gardens Apartments by contrac- 
tors who furnished labor and ma- 
terials on the $5,500,000 apart- 
ment project in southwest St.

Largest of the liens was that 
of Natkin & Co., for $149,302, 
representing plumbing and heat- 
ing work.

“The Republicans in Congress 
have fought this pay-as-we-go 
program every inch of the way. 
In 1951, for example, the Re- 
publicans in the House of Repre- 
sentatives voted three to one 
against raising more money to 
pay our current war production 
bills. Those were votes for in- 
‘flation, for they meant borrowing 
to pay those bills. It is hypocrisy 
for these men to present them- 
selves now as the defenders, or 
even the friends, of your dollar.” 

Stevenson Offers Program. 

The Governor offered this four- 
point program: 

1. Non-essential federal ex- 
penditures must be cut. Mili- 
tary budgets are not “sacred 
and untouchable” and most 
savings will have to be made 
here. About 85 cents of every 
dollar the Government spends 
goes to pay for past wars and 
to prevent another. 

“Despite the Republican 
propaganda, our budget is de- 
termined more by the Russians 
than by the ‘bureaucrats.’ We 

are going to survive even with 
sacrifice rather than perish 
cheap.” 

2. The Government must 
keep itself as close as possible 
to a pay-as-we-go standard. 
There should be no tax reduc- 
tion until we are getting in a 
dollar to cover every dollar we 
spend. 

3. The Government must pre- 
vent excessive inflationary pri- 
vate borrowing. A set of re- 
straints on excessive private 
credit should be worked out 
-with Congress. 

4. “There is the matter of di- 
rect controls—on prices and 
wages and rent. I don’t like 
them; not many people do. But 
if the alternative is a steady 
rise in our food, clothing, rent 
and other living costs, then we 
must have them. 

“The present contro} laws are 
in pretty bad shape. Yet they 
are acting as essential brakes. 
I shall favor retaining the con- 
trols we now have until prices 
stop going up, and if they don’t 
stop before Jan. 1, I think the 
situation should be re-exam- 
ined and Congress should take 
further. steps to stop them.” 

Warning Against Fear. 

This program, supported in 
good faith by Congress and the 
President, can stop inflation with- 
out stopping the normal, healthy 
growth of the economy, Steven- 
son said, although he described 
more production as the “ultimate 
defense” against high prices. 

He added that individuals must 
do their part, that the fight will 
be won not in Government bu- 
reaus but in “the fields, factories, 
union halls, stores and homes of 
America.” 

Stevenscn warned against pan- 
icky fear of inflation, observing 
that while prices are high so are 
wages and prefits. The job takes 
“just common sense, calmness 
and courage,” he said “inflation 
will not be driven out by cam- 
paign orators flapping their arms 
at it like scarétrows.” 

Announcing he would have to 
be “‘a little dull” because he didn’t 
have “any trick ideas up my 
sleeve,” Stevenson took the infla- 
tion problem to the kitchen. He 
pictured a housewife mixing 
bread being called to the tele- 
phone in the process. While she 
was absent a mischievous neigh- 
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por enteted. and duimped a cup of 
yeast into the bowl. 

That is inflation, he said, and 
we have it today, because “the 
gods of war,. working through 
their agents in the Kremlin, have 
dum a barrel of yeast into the 
bréad of our economy.”

Warm Welcome for Nominee. 

The cavernous Armory was 
well filled and the crowd, which 
had gathered from many parts of 
“Maryland, gave Stevenson a rous- 
ing welcome. He was applauded 
22 times. He received prolonged 
applause when he said he would 
try to reduce taxes but would 
make no promises he knew he 
could not keep. 

The Governor consumed his 
allotted half-hour and was cut off 
the atr after finishing about two- 
thirds of his talk and when he 
was in the midst of his attack on 
Senator Taft and the Republicans 
in Congress. 

Just before his air time ex- 
pired he interpolated two para- 
graphs that had not been in the 
original draft of his speech. They 
came after he suggested that Con- 
gress should re-examine the con- 
trols system if prices did not 
stop rising after Jan. 1. He said: 
“This will mean, if it has to 
come, tighter wage controls as 
well as tighter price controls, I 
don’t know whether the wage and 
price increases which came out of 
the steel case this year were Tre- 
quired by what had happened 
elsewhere in the country or not. 
“But I do know that many peo- 
ple see in that case a further im- 
petus to inflation. It brings to 
sharp focus the question of wheth- 
er the price and wage loopholes 
aren’t becoming bigger than we 
can afford. We can’t just be either 
pulled or pushed any further into 
the twisting cyclone of inflation.’ 

(Edwin A. Lahey of the Chi- 
cago Daily News wrote that Ste- 
venson was finding it necessary 
to be a little less frank in his 
discussions now. Stevenson, La- 
hey wrote, hung much of the 
blame for inflation on the Repub- 
licans generally, and Senator 
Robert A. Taft particularly, but 
lightly sloughed over the effect 
of the steel crisis of 1952, which 
has been called a major factor 
in the current surge of prices. 
President Truman, to resolve that 
crisis, breached the price con- 
trol rules of his Office of Price 
Stabilization, thereby causing the 
resignation of Ellis Arnall, the 
price stabilization chief.) 


Cries of “Nixon’s Okay.” 

The Governor arrived from New 
York by chartered plane yester- 
day afternoon and was escorted 
to his hotel, where a crowd of 
several hundred persons was &as- 
sembled.

The first applause from the 
Cleveland audience came when 
the Senator said:

| evidence that he can get hold 
of to substantiate this story, to 
bare the secrets of his eco- 
nomic and financial life, he is 
a courageous man. 

I wonder if you would forgive 
me if I would reminisce a little 
bit about the war. I had the great- 
honor of commanding the great- 
est army of Americans—and in- 
deed the greatest army all to- 
gether — that has been on this 
earth. In that command I had a 
singularly brave and_ skillful 
leader. He was my lifelong friend.

money. Now about that kind of 
thing one judge said—of this 
man who held a high position as 
internal revenue collector of a 
great district—that he sold his 
birthright for a dirty mess of 
dollars. Between that and what- 
ever error of judgment may have 
been committed by Senator Nix- 
on, there is a gulf as wide as the 
Pacific. 

Now, technically, ladies and 
gentlemen, I have no decision 
to make in this matter, but I 
am the standard bearer of the 
Republican party and we well 
know that the realities of the 
situation are such that I must 
ferm a conclusion, and in the 
public mind that conclusion 
will be decided. I am not in- 
tending to duck any responsi- 
bility that falls upon me in 
connection with the great task 

' I have undertaken to be the 
standard bearer of the Repub- 
lican party. 

So, when the chairman of the 
committee calls upon me, as he 
is certain to call upon me, I want 
to make certain that the basis of 
the kind of decision I intend to 
make is as broad and firm as I 
can establish it. So I am going 
to tell the chairman that my 
opinion, my judgment, my deci- 
sion, is based upon this criterion. 
First, I am not going to be swayed 
by what may appear to be admin- 
istrative convenience. There has 
been a very great deal of money 
spent already in this campaign. 
So far as I am concerned, that 
will not have one iota of impor- 
‘tance in the judgment that I shall 
make. But I am going to say to 
the chairman that my decision— 
or at least my conclusion—is 


based upon this: Do I myself be-| 
lieve that this man is the kind | 


of man that America would like 
for its Vice President? — 

It is obvious that I have to have 
something more than one single 
presentation, necessarily limited 
to 30 minutes, the time allowed 
Senator Nixon. But-so far as I 
‘can see—and I am sure that there 
is complete agreement here at 
‘this point—he made that presen- 
‘tation as full, as frank, as naked 
‘as he possibly could under the 
‘means and in the time alloted 

him. 
What I am going to do is to 
ask Senator Nixon to come to 
see me. I-possibly am now guilty 
of being a bit egotistical, but in 
critical situations in service to my 
country I have had to depend 
upon my judgment as to men. I 
have had to make up my mind 
whether a. man was fit to com- 
mand an army position, a squad, 
or indeed, my friends—and prob- 
ably one of the most trying of 
all—whether this man should be 
saved from the executioner’s 
squad.

want to add to what I have said, 
this message which I have just 
hastily dictated between the 
broadcast and on the way down 
here.

Tomorrow evening I shall be at 
Wheeling, W. Va. I cannot 
close this telegram without say- 
ing that whatever personal ad- 
miration and affection I have 
for you, and they are very 
great, are undiminished.”

I am convinced that that party 
must leave power and regardless 
of the way my decision—whatever 
it may be—will be accepted, I am 
going to wage that campaign with 
every atom of strength that is in 
me to November 4th and there- 
after. 

To this vast audience which has 
so honored me with its attendance 
here this evening, I want to make 
one pledge, should there be 
placed upon me the responsibility 
of the Presidency, I certainly 
hope and pray that that responsi- 
bility will be lightened by the 
presence of a Republican Con- 
gress and a Republican Senate.

be talking to you about war and 
peace. For, as you know, the in- 
flation that afflicts our economy 
also affects the living standards 
and the political fate of nations 
all around the globe. 

What I mean when I talk to 
you about inflation tonight.is sim- 
ply this: The continuing shrink- 
age of the buying power of our 
dollar. 


The first fact about inflation 
is that it pervades every single 
aspect of our individual and 
national life. It aggravates the 
ceaSeless struggle of the indi- 
vidual worker who feeds and 
clothes his family, no less than 
the global struggle to hold back 
the pressure of Communism 
and the danger of war. 

Secondly: I am going to state 
how the present Administration 
has let this peril grow .to its 
dread size today. 


Thirdly: I am going to state 
how the new Republican Admin- 
istration will deal with the forces 
that are destroying the value of 
our dollar. 

To begin with, it is not easy 
for any one of us to realize how 
close to him this peril is. To the 
casual eye, our economy looks as 
healthy and serene—and) reward- 
ing—as a stretch of rich Ohio 
farmland. But the eye that looks 
sharp and deep will find in this 
agreeable prospect a concealed 
minefield. 


It is true that there is more 
money in existence, more being 
made today, than ever before in 
our history. But you know, just 
as I know, that today’s money 
simply doesn’t go as far as the 
money we were paid in five years 
ago, Of course, everybody likes 
the comforting feeling of more 
money in his pocket, because it 
should mean that he is getting 
ahead. But today, we know that 
the comforting feeling is only an 
illusion. This illusion the Ad- 
ministration in Washington has 
systematically nourished and ex- 
ploited for political gain for many 
years, 

Here are some facts that will 
dispel the illusion: 

The average American family 
had an income of $3550 in 1945. 
This average income had come 
up to $4800 by 1951. What did 
these higher earnings mean in 
the typical American home? Ris- 
ing prices ate up nine-tenths of 
the gain; rising taxes took the 
rest and a little more. The re- 
sult: the family could actually 
buy less with its 1951 income 
than with its 1945 income. 

This is a measure of the 
achievement of an Administration 
which loudly claims: Millions 
will vote for us—because “they 
never had it so good.” 


The peril, however, is not 
just of the present. Already 
it has begun to plunder our 
future. Individual plans for 
security in later years have 
shriveled with the value of the 
money set aside. A $5000 policy 
written in 1945 has a purchas- 
ing power of only $3350 today, 
Pension plans have suffered the 
same fate, and so have savings 
accounts. If yours was an aver- 
age family in 1945, you had sav- 
ings of cash and securities of 
$430. Today that savings is 
worth only $300. 


The Administration has so mis- 
managed our economy that, in 
order to lose $130 in five years, 
a man needed only to deposit 
$430 in a savings account—and 
leave it there to waste away. 
What a topsy-turvy triumph of 
an Administration whose press 
agents brag of its concern—of all 
things—for the American people’s 
security. 


Now all this strikes me with 
particular force for a particular 
reason. I have spent a number 
of years in western Europe, as 
you know, trying to help our 
friends there set their houses in 
order and in strength, I have 
seen these war-shaken countries 
grapple with terrible problems of 
shortages and prices. And, along 
with many other Americans, I 
have warned: you must strength- 
en your currencies, beat back in- 
flation, set your economic affairs 
straight—or you will lose the bat- 
tle with Communism without a 
gun being fired. 
How little we in our own United 
States have followed this sound 
course of action. 
Clemenceau once said that war 
is too serious a matter to be left 
to the generals. Today someone 
might well say inflation is too 
critical a matter to be left to the 
politicians of expediency. 
Now in what specific ways has 
the present Administration acted, 
or failed to act, so as to whittle 
away the purchasing power of the 
dollar? For here as in all great 
issues we face, the failures of the 
present Administration are the 
lessons of the next. 
The inflation we suffer is not 
an accident; it is a policy. It is 
not, as the Administration would 
have us believe, some queer and 
deadly kind of economic bacteria 
breathed into the atmosphere by 
Soviet Communism. 

This is the way a recent edi- 
torial in a t metropolitan 


newspaper put Bin a gor Ped 


the policy the 
White House on the labor front, 


the fiscal front, the agricultural 
front.” The point and purpose 
of this policy I have already 
indicated: to fool the people 
with a deceptive prosperity. 
The method is very simple: to 
give more people more money 
that is worth less. ‘ 

The resort to “cheap money,” 
like the resort to cheap poli- 
tics, is not new. It is one of the 
oldest, most standard devices of 
a regime dedicated to perpetu- 
ating itself in power. 

It is the mark of an Adminis- 
tration that cares more for the 
next election than for the next 
generation. 

Back through the centuries, to 
the days of the Romags and be- 
yond, governments have cheated 
their people by this simple proc- 
ess.- It used to be called ‘“‘coin- 
clipping.” When feudal lords and 
local officials in the middle ages 
tried to make fortunes at clipping 
coins, they often ended by getting 
the severest punishment an out- 
raged people could give, cutting 
off their hands. 

We have a more humane and 
more effective remedy for today’s 
coin-clippers — cutting them off 
from public office. 

Now the weakness of the Dem- 
ocratic party for “cheap” or 
“soft” money is well known. For 
the last 20 years, it has practiced 
this policy faithfully. Of late, it 
has given it a new twist: it is now 
called “‘controlled inflation.” But 
this name does not mean what it 
says. 

It really means inflation plus 
controls. 

The way this policy has worked 
out is easy to describe. With one 
hand the Administration has been 
turning up the water pressure at 
the hydrant, while with the other 
hand it has been trying to check 
the water’s flow. * The Admini- 
stration’s contols over the prices 
are nothing but weak stop-gaps. 
The really effective controls— 
those over money and credit— 
were ignored by the Administra- 
tion. Resort to those controls 
would have paralyzed their scheme 
to use “cheap money” for their 
own ends. 

Now the Administration's liking 
for this idea of “useful inflation” 
confused even many of its own 
economists. A number of these 
men, angry or baffled—among 
them, Edwin Nourse and Marriner 
Eccles — resigned. Another re- 
sult has been the spectacle of a 
struggle between the Federal Re- 
serve Board and the Treasury De- 
partment over our country’s 
credit and money policies. 

What would happen to an air- 
plane in flight if the pilot and 
the co-pilot fought over the con- 
trols? : 

With the end of World War II 
and the scarcity of goods for 
people to buy, the nation faced 
the threat of rapidly rising prices. 
You did not have to be an eco- 
nomic expert to know that these 
prices would soar unless sound 
credit and money restraints were 
used, The Federal Reserve Board 
has power to impose such re- 
straints. But under a Fair Deal 
Administration, the power of this 
independent agency was ham- 
strung. 

The conflict between the econ- 
omists of the Federal Reserve 
Board and the politicians in the 
Treasury has been costly for the 
American people. Here is a brief 
lesson in Fair Deal economics: 

- The Federal Reserve Board in 
the last seven years repeatedly 
wanted to tighten money con- 
trols—to strengthen money by 
credit restrictions. The Treas- 
ury, until very recently, refused 
to go along. To restrict credit 
and raise interest rates, would 
have meant an increase in the 
interest paid on government 
bonds. Otherwise government 
bonds could not compete in the 
open market and their sale 
would fall off. Such an in- 
crease in interest rates might 
have cost the Treasury a maxi- 
mum of two billion dollars 
annually in the post-war years. 
So—to save this two billion— 
the Treasury vetoed the con- 
trols, thereby promoting a post- 
war inflation that has raised 
the cost of our defense program 
by some 70 billion dollars. 

Public arguments about econom- | 

ics often leave many of us hope- 
lessly confused. There is a great 
temptation to conclude that it is 
all too complex and that no one 
can do anything about it. 
But this is not the case, For 
the matter of the Administration's 
failure to fight inflation wisely is 
almost beyond partisan debate. A 
distinguished Democrat from the 
state of Illinois, Senator Paul H. 
Douglas, described the Admini- 
stration’s policies in three words: 
“Lax, confused and imprudent.” 
Of the way the Administration 
faced the price and credit prob- 
lems right after World War II, 
Senator Douglas has said bluntly: 
“The failure to take restraining 
measures promptly and the actual 
supplying of more than a billion 
dollars of additional bank reserves 
. «+ Was, in my judgment, a gross 
blunder which far outweighed any 
offsetting gains to the American 
economic vy | 


system. 
This is the record of how the 
Administration got us where we 


can prevent government from 


|} wasting the labors of the people 


under the pretense of taking care 
of them, they must become 
happy.” 7 

The next step—after we have 
a sane and: honest economic pro- 
gram again—will be to carry it 
out efficiently. -We shall not 
allow our government agencies 
to fight at the expense of the 
American people. We shall create 
an atmosphere in which the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, as an inde- 
pendent agency, and the Treas- 
ury Department act not as politi- 
cal enemies, but as economic 


allies in the war upon inflation. 


Next: The effective beginning 
of this war upon inflation must 
be an intelligent, planned attack 
on the spending program of our 
Federal Government. 

Let us stop for a moment and 
just see what this means. 

It meanhs at the outset that 
business-like methods must be 
applied to every program of the 
Federal Govérnment to bring 
about efficiency and real savings. 

We must, of course, meet the 
carrying charges on the national 
debt, fulfill our responsibilities 
to our veterans. Some other in- 
escapable charges against the 
federal tax dollar include the 
cost of social security and farm 
price supports. Tsese are planks 
of the floor under our national 
well-being and money must be 
spent to maintain them. The 
danger is that the dry rot of in- 
flation will eat still deeper into 
its planks. 

These national programs ur- 
gently need the strength of a 
sound economy and a sound cur- 
rency. 


But today most of our dol- 
lars—two out of every three in 
fact—are spent not on these 
programs, but on _ defense. 
Here—in the area of greatest 
cost to the American taxpayer 
—I know that savings can be 
made. This does not mean 
slowing the speed or cutting 
the size of the rearmament 
program we need. No respon- 
sible citizen could foster such 
folly in today’s world. It means 
subjecting all the Pentagon’s 
costly operations to the scrutiny 
of business and professional 
examiners who can speak for 
the executive with expert 
knowledge. 


I tell you this from my own 
experience: Informed, intelli- 
gent scrutiny of military spend- 
ing can effect substantial sav- 
ings in our huge defense pro- 
gram, 

We must save those other 
sums, taken out of American 

pockets and bank-accounts, that 
have for years bought nothing 
but governmental waste and cor- 
ruption. How much this amounts 
to, we cannot know. We cannot 
expect the Administration to be 
eager to tell us. 

But we can and will find our- 
selves, starting next January. 

Now these simple steps: Knock- 
ing down the Administration idol 
of cheap money, getting unified 
action from our economic agen- 
cies and slicing the fat out of the 


federal budget—these are serious, 
important beginnings in toughen- 
ing our economy. It is clear that 
the major attack we make has to 


money and credit policies. 


our problems today are tied to 
one another, and none can be 
solved by itself.’ With tens of 
billions spent on armaments, 
another six to seven billion 
yearly on foreign aid, we see 
again that the soundness of our 
financial health at home de- 
pends on the soundness of our 
foreign policy. The blunt truth 
is this: We cannot bear this 
huge burden indefinitely. We 
cannot—year after year, decade 
after decade — both maintain 
our standard of living, finance 
huge armaments, and help to 
rebuild economies of nations all 
around the globe. We cannot, 
in short, win the peace with 
foreign policy of drift, make- 
shift, and make-believe. 

We must honestly face the 
fact that such a policy not only 
fails to secure the peace: It also 
places the hopes of the free 
world in jeopardy by the strain 
it puts on our economy, and by 
the confusion it creates in other 


There is in certain quarters the 
view that national prosperity de- 
pends on the production of arma- 
ments and that any reduction in 
arms output might bring on an- 
other recession. Does this mean, 
then that the continued failure 
of our foreign policy is the only 
way to pay for the failure of our 
fiscal policy? According to this 
way of thinking, the success of 
our foreign policy would mean a 
depression. 

There is, of course, one answer 
to such an argument that the Ad- 
ministration on its record can- 
not give. That is a soundly con- 
ceived program of tax reduction. 
Such an approach would seek to 
fill the economic gap left when 
rearmament can be reduced. Tax 
reduction is a way to boost con- 
sumer buying power and to let 
the people spend their own money 
instead of the Government spend- 
ing it for them. It is a way to 
breathe new life into industries 
throttled by federal sales or ex- 
cise taxes. It is a way to open 
new opportunities to the genius 
of American business men and 
the skill of American labor. Here, 
too, is the way to give state and 
local governments—in need of 
help for long-delayed school pro- 
jects and highway programs —a 
fairer share of the tax dollar. 

Such an approach—tax reduc- 
tion—is an essential’ part of our 
program to achieve prosperity 
without war. To this theme I 
shall return more fully at a later 
time in this campaign, 

I have confidence in the good 
sense and skill of leaders of 
American business and labor. Be- 
cause of this confidence I cannot 
share in any forecast of economic 
doom. But my concern for Amer- 
ica’s future is too keen for me to 
leave unchallenged those who 
boast prosperity is sound and 
deeply rooted. Much as we wish 
that it were, there stirs in Amer- 
icans today a haunting sense of 
insecurity. 


Prosperity — like peace — is not 
just a skirmish, but a continuing 
campaign to be vigilantly waged. 

Prosperity—like peace—cannot 
be won by policies that never rise 
above the level of playing by ear 
or of seeking votes. 

Prosperity—like peace—cannot 
be won by a Government divided 
against itself. 

I remain hopeful of our future. 
The party, too long in power— 
worn and weary in office—threat- 
ens Americans with bogeys from 
the past. 

They offer to us Americans 
only one choice: the choice be- 
tween today and yesterday. But 
that is not the choice we have. 
The true choice is between an 
uneasy today and a confident to- 
morrow that can be abundant and 
secure. 

You Americans will make that 


choice.

Holliday told Senate investigators 
that in getting mixed up with 
various Communist fronts she was 
irresponsible and more than 
slightly stupid. | 

When she had her eyes opened 
to what was going on, she said, 
she herself hired people to in« 
vestigate her. 

“I wanted to know what I had 
done,” said the actress who won 
the Motion Picture Academy 
award in 1953 for her portrayal 
of a dumb blonde in “Born Yes- 
terday.” 

The Senate internal security 
subcommittee disclosed today that, 
at ‘closed-door sessions last 
spring, it had questioned Miss 

olliday, comedian Sam Leven- 
son, actor Philip Loeb and singer 
Burl Ives. 

The testimony of all four was

“T have been awakened to a 
realization that I have been irre- 
sponsible and slightly—more than 
slightly—stupid,” she said. “When 
I was solicited I always simply 
said, ‘Oh, isn’t that too bad. Sure, 
use my name.’ 

“The few things that I actually 
participated in were things that 
I couldn’t possibly have thought 
were subversive.” 

At another point the actress 
said of herself: “It was an irre- 
sponsible attitude mostly on an 
emotional basis for a quick ‘yes’ 
for anybody that sounded to me 
like they were getting the wrong 
end of something.” 

Asked when she had changed, 
Miss Holliday replied: 

“When I began to realize the 
possible imminence of a -war, 
when I began to realize that there 
were such things as spies and 
people working against the coun- 
try. I don’t know when it was, 
but I know that the whole tenor 
of my. thinking changed consid- 
erably in the last two years.” 

Financial Angle. 

Miss Holliday was asked wheth- 
er revelations of her Communist- 
front affiliations and their effect 
on her financially had anything 
to do with her change of attitude. 

“I would say it certainly af- 
fected it,” she replied, adding 
that such publicity could wreck 
her career. ' 

“But I am not simply turning 
tail because of that,” she told the 
subcommittee. 

Before ending her testimony, 
Miss Holliday presented a state- 
ment in which she said that she 
never was a member of the Com- 
munist party, that she was op- 
posed to Communism and that 
she was wholeheartedly devoted 
to democracy. 

Miss Holliday, who was born 
Judy Tuvim, testified that in 1948 
she was for Henry A. Wallace for 
president and registered as a 
member of the left-wing Ameri- 
can Labor party. She said she 
thought of it as “a sort of middle 
party.” 

Asked if she and her husband, 
David Oppenheim, ever discussed 
politics, Miss Holliday replied: 
“Only lately. And boy, we talk 
about nothing else now.” 

Similarly, when asked if. she 
now watches organizations to 
which she contributes money, Miss 
Holliday exclaimed: “Ho, do I 
watch it now.” 

A few minutes later she said “I 
don’t say ‘yes’ to anything now 
except cancer, polio, and cerebral 
palsy, and things like that.” 

Levenson’s Testimony. 

Levenson, a’ former Brooklyn 
high school teacher who has won 
a reputation oh television as a 
humorist, told the subcommittee 
he had asked to appear “to clear 
up certain misconceptions which 
might help you and help me.”

' The notes were delivered to the 
Soviet Foreign Office yesterday 
and given out here last night. 
| The United States, Britain and 
France are prepared to meet with 
the Russians in the near future, 
possibly next month, to discuss 
methods for conducting an elec- 
toral investigation in Germany, 
the notes say; but until it is de- 
termined whether free elections 
are possible, there is-no point in 
talking about negotiating a Ger- 
man peace settlement. 

Russian Proposals. 

The Big Three’s notes are in 
reply to a Soviet note of Aug. 23 
in which the Russians proposed 
that the four powers meet to dis- 
cuss “in the first place, such im- 
portant issues as a peace treaty 
with Germany and the formation 
of an all-German government.”. 

This Soviet proposal puts the 
cart before the horse, the West- 
ern Allies say. 

“Until elections are held, no all- 
German Government can be 
formed, nor can Germany be uni- 
fied,” the Big Three declare. 

“Until an all-German govern- 
ment is formed which will be in a 
position to negotiate freely, it is 
impossible to discuss the terms of 
a German peace treaty.” 


The Western Allies stress this | 


point repeatedly in their notes. 

-“The United States Government 
must insist on the necessity of 
starting four-power discussions at 
the only point where they can, in 
fact, start, which is the organiza- 
tions of free elections,” the Amer- 
ican note says. 

“The United States Government 
again insists that genuinely free 
elections with a view to the 
formation of an all-German gov- 
ernment must come first,” the 
American note adds at a later 
point. 

Meanings Are Different. 

“It has, however, learned by 
hard experience in recent years 
that tegms such as ‘free elections’ 
have one meaning in the common 
parlance and another in the offi- 
cial Soviet vocabulary. The con- 
trast between the concept of free 
elections which obtains in West 
Germany and that which prevails 
in the Soviet zone is clear. 

“It is for the German people 
to choose between these alterna- 
tive ways of life, but they must 
be able to make their choice in 
genuine freedom and full respon- 
sibility. Only genuinely free elec- 
tions can reflect the will of the 
German people and permit the 
formation of an all-German gov- 
ernment with the necessary free- 
dom of action to discuss and ac- 
cept a peace settlement. 

“In order to create the con- 
ditions necessary for free elec- 
tions, there has been four-power 
agreement that there should be a 
commission of investigation.” 

The United States, Britain and 
France go on to reject a Soviet 
proposal that representatives of 
East and West Germany should 
conduct the necessary electoral 
investigation. The commission of 
investigation must be “genuinely 
impartial;” they declare, and “a 
German commission would be no 
more able than a four-power com- 
mission to meet this requirement. 

U.N. Commission Favored. 

“The underlying principle of 
the present Soviet, proposal was 
contained in one which emanated 
from the Soviet zone on Sept. 15, 
1951,” the Big Three point out. 
“This was rejected by the Bunde- 
stag, which then suggested inves- 
.tigation by a United Nations com- 
mission. 

“It was thus the freely elected 
representatives of 50 millions of 
the German people who them- 
selves proposed the creation of a 
neutral investigation commission 
under United Nations supervision.” 

The latest Soviet proposal would 
amount to imposing a dictated 
peace on Germany, the Western 
Allies say. 

“The United States Govern- 
ment is compelled to remind the 
Soviet Government that condi- 
tions have altered radically since 
the Potsdam agreement in 1945, 
which laid down certain political 
and economic principles to gov- 
ern the initial control period,” 
the American note declares. 

“The Soviet conception of a 
peace treaty drafted by the four 
powers and imposed upon Ger- 
many is entirely unsuitable to 
1952. ' 

“The United States Government 
could never agree to a peace 
treaty being drafted or negotiated 
without the participation of an all- 
German governmept. Any other 
procedure would mean a dictated 
treaty.” 

Sharply Worded Notes. 


The Western Allies’ latest notes 
are strong both in tone and in 
substance, and bristle with un- 
complimentary observations about 
Soviet German policy. 

Among other things, they sug- 
gest that Moscow is seeking to 


constitutes the greater part of 
Germany,” the American note 
declares. 

The Big Three leave the door 
open to further negotiations with 
the Soviets on the German ques- 
tion. 

“The United States Govern- 
ment continues to seek a way to 
end the division of Germany,” 
the American note says. “This 
will not be accomplished by pre- 
mature discussions about a peace 
treaty with a Germany not yet 
united and lacking an all-German 
government, 

Renews Proposal. 

“The United States Government 
therefore renews the proposal 
which it made in its note of July 
10 for an early four-power meet- 
ing—which could take place in 
October—to discuss the composi- 
tion, functions and authority of 
an impartial commission of inves- 
tigation with a view to creating 
the conditions necessary for free 
elections. 

“The next step would be to 
discuss the arrangements for the 
holding of these elections and for 
the formation of an all-German 
government, as proposed in... 
the United States Government’s 
note of May 13. . 

“When free elections have been 
held and an all-German govern- 
ment formed, the peace settle- 
ment can be negotiated. 

“The United States Govern- 
ment, in concert with the French 
Government and the United King- 
dom Government and after con- 
sultation with the German Fed- 
eral Government and the German 
authorities in Berlin, most ear- 
nestly urges the Soviet Govern- 
ment to reconsider its refusal to

IS TERMED FAILURE 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 (AP) 
—Russia’s effort to stall West 
German rearmament through 
propaganda on German unity is 
being written off by American 
diplomats as a failure. 


Authorities summarizing the re- 
sults of an eight-note exchange 
between the Western powers and 
the Soviets on Germany’s future 
said today they were convinced 
the Soviets have not succeeded in 
creating any serious new obsta- 
cles to plans for adding German 
forces to the West European de- 
fense setup. 

The treaty establishing the Eu- 
ropean Defense Community has 
still to get parliamentary action 
at both Bonn and Paris but there 
is strong expectation here that 
the West German Bundestag will 
approve after sharp debate. There 
is somewhat less optimism about 
French approval—not because of 
the Soviet diplomatic drive but 
because of strong French fears 
about the re-creation of German 
military forces.

“Issue Just an Excuse.” 

“The P.O.W. issue is just an 
excuse,” Gen. Clark observed. “In 
my opinion, the Communist gov- 
ernments of China and North 
Korea have no real concern about 
these prisoners. Despite amnesty 
proclamations, these prisoners 
who have declared against Com- 
munism would face certain death 
if they returned to their home- 
lands, and they know it.” 

Gen. Clark noted that he had 
faced a similar situation when he 
was the commanding general in 
Austria. In 1945 and 1946, the 
Soviet Union promised amnesty to 
Russia P.O.W.s and slave laborers 
who elected to return to the 
US.S.R., but the Russians 
did not keep their promises and 
the Western Allies quickly re- 
celved positive proof that many 
of the Soviet citizens had been 
brutally killed en route home or 
had been dispatched to slave la- 
bor camps. 

Gen. Clark maintains a cautious 
—and in this reporter’s opinion, 
realistic—view of the armistice 
chances despite reports that the 
stepped-up bombing campaign of 
semi-strategic targets in North 
Korea has proved very effective. 

The four-star general did not 
directly relate the intensified 
aerial warfare with the truce 
talks. However, Gen. Clark has 
repeatedly pointed out that the 
Reds respect nothing but force. 
Under the present circumstances 
in Korea, the only obvious avenue 
for increased military pressure 
against the Reds is from the air. 

Since Gen. Clark assumed com- 
mand, the U.N. has begun: sys- 
tematic bombing of North Ko- 
rean military potential, including 
power-producing plants not pre- 


viously attacked. These bombings 
have reduced electric power in 
North Korea by about half and 
this in turn has gravely under- 
mined the enemy’s production of 
war materials. 


The American press has asked’ 
why the targets were not bombed, 
before. K 

When I visited Korea in Octo-’ 
ber 1951, I was told then by a 
senior U.N. official, “it looks as 
if a truce is just around the cor- 
ner, so why bother?” Those days. 
of naive optimism seem to be 
over. : 
In the interview, Gen. Clark 
stated that the U.N. intends tad 
follow through on the present 
aerial bombing program. 

“We are going after every im- 
portant military target in North 
Korea,” he said, “and every day 
we are finding important new tar- 
gets that have never been 
touched.” 

It is difficult to assess the im- 
pact on the armistice negotiations 
of the new air program for thé 
reasons, as Gen. Clark pointed 
out, that the decision on war or 
peace in Korea will undoubtedly 
not be made locally in Korea, 
but in Moscow. 

It is quite conceivable that the 
Kremlin would order the popula- 
tion and industries of North 
Korea to endure aerial pounding 
indefinitely if this were consid- 
ered important to the overall 
Communist strategy. 

Gen. Clark pointed out that one 
important issue is whether the 
U.N. can inflict enough punish- 
ment on the Red forces in Korea 
as to cause the Chinese and North 
Koreans in turn to make heavy 
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f divert attention from the real 

'« issues involved in a German peace 
¢ settlement, and they accuse the 
Soviets of shifting ground in 
their arguments.

Making McCarthy In Ineffective 


Mr. Nixon’s Performance 

Senator Nixon's television performance had 
many of the e of a carefully contrived 
soap opera. It'is not surprising that he should 
have tugged some heartstrings. Poor boy strug- 
gling against adversity, devoted wife and kiddies, 


the family pet, hero traduced by mean enemies, 
and beneath it all the hint of sinister Red plots 


—thesg are always good. They always bring in 


the box tops. 

It must be said for Senator Nixon that he has 
nerve, Only a man of colossal nerve would 
undertake to convert the liability of his “trust 
fund” into an asset by arguing with a straight 
face that he used it to save the taxpayers’ money,

the taxpayers, and so he had them financed by 


_ gifts from wealthy Californians. 


There is one simple test of this amazing de- 
fense.

Several interesting discrepancies in the Sena- 
tor’s story showed up. Last Saturday Nixon said 
“all” disbursements from the $18,000 “trust 
fund” were made by Dana Smith, the trustee, 
and that the Senator never saw a cent of it. In 
the legal opinion which he quoted Tuesday night 
it developed that some of the money was dis- 
bursed by Smith and some of it paid to Senator 
Nixon “to reimburse him for office expenses.” 

It is the opinion of a Los Angeles law firm 
that the money paid.to Senator Nixon did not 
constitute reportable income for tax purposes. 


We wonder what the opinion of the Internal 


Revenue Bureau would be. In any case a scru- 
pulous man would have reported both the income 
and the expenses which it was meant to cover. 

Senator Nixon also stressed his point that he 
had never even made a telephone call to a 
Government agency in behalf of any contributor 
to the fund. He did not tell the people what 
Staff Correspondent James A. Kearns Jr. told 
Post-Dispatch readers in a report from Los An- 
geles Tuesday—that Dana Smith himself sought 
the intervention of Nixon’s office in a tax refund 
ease, and that Nixon’s assistant busied himself 
by phone calls and otherwise in serving this im- 
portant constituent. 

~ . * 

The Senator’s flamboyant exposure of his per- 
sonal financial position suffered by being incom- 
plete and by being unnecessary. As we said at 
the beginning, the important thing in the Nixon 
case is not whether he got money from wealthy 
constituents for his personal use. Political 
aggrandizement is as important to a Senator as 
personal aggrandizement. The question in Nix- 
on’s case is the morality of getting the money 
for either purpose, 

Make no mistake about it, Dana Smith’s “trust 
fund” contributed to the political aggrandizement 
of Senator Nixon. That was indeed a major pur- 
pose of it. And when a Senator permits this 
sort of thing he is permitting certain constitu- 
ents to buy a piece of him, just as promoters buy 
pieces of prize fighters. Would Senator Nixon 
and his defenders condone similar subsidization 
of a Senator’s functions by a labor union, by a 
farmers’ organization, by a group of Army offi- 
cers or any other pressure group with a special 
interest in legislation and national policy? 

In many ways the wérst thing about the Nixon 
case is not the operations of the “trust fund” 
but the brazen way in which Nixon and his 
defenders try to make a virtue of it. He might 
be forgiven a certain laxness of political morality 
if he didn’t know any better, but when he tries 
to hoodwink the people into believing that his 
lapse was merely an incident in a great moral 
crusade, the hypocrisy of it is too much. 
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Police Board Vacancy 

Gov. Smith has quite properly changed his 
mind about appointing a successor to the late 
Maurice G. Roberts on the St. Louis Police 
Board. At first, the Governor thought he would 
make no appointment in view of the nearness 
of the November election, when his successor 
will be chosen. Now, however, he says he will 
appoint the “most outstanding” man in St. Louis, 

Normally the Police Board might have been 
able to function quite well for a short time with 
only three regular members, But in the case 
of the current board, other jmportant factors 
are involved. Both Mr. Roberts and the late 
William L. Holzhausen, whom Mr. Roberts suc- 
ceeded, had earned wide public confidence for 
their police policies. 

How much confidence the public has in the 
current board members—Charles H. Ostertag, 
Daniel G. Church and Nicholas A. Reidy—is 
something else again. Earlier this year they 
sided against Mr. Roberts and Mayor Darst, ex- 
officio member, in attempting a drastic shakeup 
of the department without consulting Chief 
O'Connell, Only a public uproar averted the 
shakeup. 

Certainly none of the three members deserves 
elevation to the board presidency. Appointment 
of a new president therefore is indicated. Gov. 
Smith's decision to take that step is wise. We 
hope the same can be said-of his choice. 
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Mr. Caudle on Pressure 

T. Lamar Caudle might have been ‘better off 
without a telephone when he was Assistant At- 
torney General. The instrument made him a re- 
peated subject of pressure in tax cases. As he 
told the Chelf committee, it was “pressure with 

a capital P.” 

Caudle’s latest testimony was that Matthew 
Connally, President Truman's appointment sec- 
retary, once called him up to ask for postpone- 
ment of a tax case. This case involved fraud 
charges against Irving Sachs of St. Louis, who 
later was fined $40,000. 

But the pressure came not alone from Admin- 
istration officers. It also came from Congress- 
men. There already has been testimony about 
the apparent influence of Senators Bridges of 
New Hampshire and Brewster of Maine. Caudle 
added other names: 

Senator Kilgore of West Virginia: Caudle said 
he intervened in behalf of two doctors charged 
with tax deficiencies, and there were no indict- 


" ments because the United States attorney in 


the district did not seem to want indictments. 

Senator Langer of North Dakota: Caudle said 
he was “exceptionally persistent” in advising 
against prosecution of a North Dakota taxpayer, 
who was later convicted. 

Congressman Doughton of North Carolina: 
Caudle said Mr. Doughton asked him not to 
prosecute a $50,000 fraud case because he was 
“being hard on my old friend down home.” The 
man was later sent to prison. | 

Ex-Senator Pepper of Florida: Caudle said 
Pepper maintained there was no basis for prose 


cuting two Florida groups which had sold black 


“ market whisky, yet the men involved were later 


fined $250,000. 

Ex-Senator Lucas of Illinois: After leaving of- 
fice, Lucas became attorney for a Milwaukee 
man, Caudle said, and sought to avoid trial in a 
$500,000 fraud case. The man is now in jail. 

If Caudle is right, his testimony reveals pres- 
sure with a Capitol P. A Congressman has a 
right to help his constituents in routine .matters. 
He has no business at all using his official influ- 
ence to sway the decisions of prosecutors, or to 
put pressure on them not to do their duty. 

Misuse of official influence has beeome a cam- 
paign issue. The voters will be interested in the 
names set before the Chelf committeé, wherever 
they come from—and there should be more. 
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Patronage in the Schools? 
_ The fight to raise the standards of publie 
school administration in St. Louis has suffered 
another setback at the hands of the School 
Board’s Old Guard. Not only did the Old Guard 
in effect defeat a proposal to inquire into 
Whether patronage had replaced merit in the 
hiring of non-teaching employes; it also managed 
to apply a temporary gag to those members who 


had raised the question. ° 


The Old Guard’s action was not unexpected. 
Charles J. Dyer, William Schumacher, James F. 
Morrell, J. Harry Pohlman and Mrs. Irma H. 
Friede almost invariably oppose any attempt at 
reform in the schools. Of more interest: was the 
position taken by Oscar A. Ehrhardt who, on 
this question, represented the balance of power. 

More and more Mr. Ehrhardt has moved to 
the side of the Old Guard, with the result, it 
seems to us, that the Old Guard has been suc- 
cessful in throwing up a series of road blocks 
on the path to reform in school affairs. Mr. Ehr- 
hardt has not always. been in this unenviable 
position. 

In the bitter but unsuccessful fight to obtain 
‘unit control” legislation in Jefferson City, he 
earned public plaudits for his tireless leadership 
in a most difficult cause. He might have won 
that battle had it not been for the attitude of 
some members of the Old Guard, who cut the 
ground from beneath him. 

Since then, unhappily, he has voted with the 
Old Guard more often than not. On the question 
of whether to examine the board’s hiring poli- 
cies, he said he was not sufficiently informed 
to approve an investigation. Then, he turned 
around and voted with the Old Guard to table 
the very proposal, a parliamentary maneuver 
that had the effect of shutting off further dis- 
cussion. How does he expect to inform himself 
if he votes to gag those who seem to be better 
informed and who were sufficiently disturbed 
to ask for the inquiry? 

This matter is too important to be closed. St. 
Louisans are on record as overwhelmingly favor- 
ing the application of merit and fitness as the 
sole standards for the hiring of municipal em- 
ployes. Certainly they would not make an ex- 
ception in the case of the public schools, if such 
were the case. The question is, is it? Mr. Ehr- 
hardt ought to reconsider his position so that 
both he and the voters can have the answer.

The Mock Dismay of Gov. Byrnes 


Gov. James F. Byrnes, in announcing that he 
will oppose Gov, Stevenson’s candidacy for 
President, gave as one of his reasons the Demo- 
cratic nominee’s position on amending the 
Senate filibuster rule. 

Gov. Stevenson has said that while a President 
cannot make the final decision on Senate rules, 
this being a matter for the Senate to decide, he 
will, if elected, use his influence as President 
to bring about some reasonable limitation on 
debate. , 

Gov. Byrnes finds this position almost as 
“dangerous” as the anti-filibuster proposal itself. 
A president, he says, “has no more ‘right to 
use the influence of his office to force a change 
in the rules of the Senate than he has to use 
such influence to force a change in the rules of 
the United States courts.” 

Has Gov. Byrnes forgotten that the occupant 
of the White House is not only the President 
but necessarily the leader of his party as well? 
We feel sure that Gov. Byrnes must have known 
this at one time, because he himself served long 
and well as a White House assistant—a post in 
which one of his main duties was to persuade 
Congress to pass legislation the White House 
wanted, His experience both in Congress and 
in the Administration must have. taught him 
that though the legislative and executive 
branches are constitutionally separate, presi- 
dents do influence Congress through their party 
leadership. 


It is as leader of the Democratic party that 
Gov. Stevenson, if elected, would have not only 
the right but the duty to do what he could to 
secure a reasonable limitation of debate in the 
Senate. There would be nothing improper in 
such action, and as an old-time legislative fixer 
Gov. Byrnes knows it. 
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- Railroad Progress Note 

Since nobody has ever managed to apply 
brakes to the wheels of progress, it was inevit- 
able that sooner or later there should come an 
announcement of the dissolution of the Steam 
Locomotive Reseatch Institute. Its directors have 
now bowed to Fate. They have acknowledged 
that the Diesel has replaced the steam locomo- 
tive as the automobile has replaced the horse. 
The $40,000 still in the institution’s bank account 
they. are turning over to Stevens Institute of 
Technology, Hoboken. 

There is something slightly sad in the stipula- 
tion that the money is to be used for scholar- 
ships for the sons of locomotive engineers. It is 
like saying that there will be no new jobs for 
Casey Jones on the Santa Fe line or any other, 
and that he may need a little help getting the 
boys through school. . 

The money went to Stevens for old times’ sake. 
After all, the school was founded by a family of 
railroad pioneers, It was originally supposed to 
teach the engineering principles on which the 
success of the Stevens family was built. But the 


charter was broad enough and the faculty far- 


sighted enough to arrange a course on the Diesel 
engine in good time—and also one on the gas 
turbine, the possible successor of the Diesel. 
For years we used to wonder why the sound 
of a locomotive whistle came through the night 
full of such a sweet sadness. We used to wonder 
why it rolled across the prairies with such a mel- 
ancholy wail. In its call to go adventuring to far 
places, there was always the suggestion of de- 
parture without return. Maybe it was a keen 
for the final departure of the locomotive itself, 
Yet we might reconcile ourselves to the pass- 
ing of the locomotive if we could still hear the 
whistle in the night. Must Diesels have those 
strident, unpoetic horns? Or perhaps will some 
locomotive engineer's son, studying on a Steam 
Locomotive Research Institute scholarship, equip 
the new Diese] with the cid locomotive whistle? 
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Facts of Life for Newspaper Readers 


From the New York Post 


In this moment of suspended Republican 
animation we are taking time out to talk 
about the story behind the Nixon story 
which The Post broke last Thursday. 

We do so because, for one thing, a lot 
of people have asked us about it and also 
because it throws some light on the con- 
dition of a large section of the American 
press during a campaign season. 


HOW IT BEGAN: The background is 
uncomplicated. Early in August we asked 
Leo Katcher, our West Coast correspon- 
dent, to prepare a series of articles on the 
life and times of Richard Nixon. When he 
submitted his initial 
outline, Katcher in- 
dicated that he 
planned to give spe- 
cial attention to re- 
ports that Nixon was 
the beneficiary of 
unorthodox political 
financing. 

Working in collab- 
oration with report- 
ers for the Los An- 
geles Daily News 
and The Reporter 
magazine, Katcher 
finally found what 
he was looking for. 
With the help of in- 
formants who must remain anonymous, he 
discovered that the financial trail led to 
the door of Dana Smith, investment bank- 
er and a leader of the California Eisen- 
hower movement. Smith might have said 
“no comment” or left town when ques- 
tioned about “the millionaires’ fund.” But 
he didn’t. He told the story, or most of it. 


Like Nixon, Smith apparently felt there 
was nothing questionable about the ethics 
of a Senator who allowed men with special 
interests to take care of his economic 
needs. 

After further checking and additional 
interviews, Katcher telegraphed the story. 


THE BLACKOUT: That’s how it all 
started. What happened thereafter belongs 
in any saga of modern journalism. 

The question is now asked: Why did 
Gen. Eisenhower and his high command 
have such a delayed reaction to The Post 
story? 

Much of the answer, we think, rests in 
the peculiar behavior of many influential 
newspapers—and a great press association. 

The Post appeared on the streets at 
about 10 a.m. on Thursday with the head- 
line “Secret Nixon ¥und!” 


The Associated Press is entitled to re- 
publish and distribute’ any story pub- 
lished in this newspaper. But thg morning 
passed and so did the afternoon and still 
the AP took no cognizance of the story. 

It was not mentioned on the Associated 
Press wire until about 5 p.m. when the 
AP carried a statement by Democratic 
Chairman Stephen Mitchell calling atten- 
tion to the disclosures heretofore undis- 
closed by the AP. A few moments later 
the AP transmitted Nixon's statement of 
self-justification. Neither dispatch con-

stained a complete summary of The Post's 


report—or even recognized The Post's 
existence, 

All this is especially notable because 
the United Press, by contrast, sent out a 
full, detailed summary of The Post story 
simultaneous with publication of our first 
edition. 

Despite the UP’s efforts, the story re- 
mained muffled for many long bours in 
many places. In part this was because 
many newspapers get only the A AP report. 

In part it was probably because a lot 
of editors who get both AP and UP serv- 
ice still cling to the obsolete theory that 
it’s not news until the AP carries it. We 
also have no doubt that numerous pub- 
lishers and editors preferred not to be- 
lieve what they had read on the UP wire 
and were hoping the AP would never 

nfirm it.

“explanation” of the fund. In some way, 
unknown to us, Edson had’ apparently 
learned that the story was in the works 
before we published it. But the way he 
wrote his tale indicated a lack’ of en- 
thusiasm for the news that must have 
infected most editors who saw his copy. 
As Edson told the story, Nixon’s “explana- 
tion” preceded and overshadowed the 
disclosure. 

Edson handled the matter so gingerly 
and discreetly that he won a citation for 
journalistic heroism from the Republican 
National Committee the next day in the 
course of a G.O.P. statement. signed bv 
Senator Mundt, denouncing The Post and 
its editor, 

On Friday morning, as the impact of 
the story belatedly began to hit the Eisen- 
hower train, the Hearst Daily Mirror still 
didn’t publish a line about it. The Daily 
News, after burying it im early editions, 
later moved the story to page two, lead- 
ing, of course, with Nixon’s defense. The 
Times and the Herald Tribune made an 
earnest and dignified effort to cover the 
news; we won't quibble about details. 

The first editions of Friday's Journal- 
American and the World-Telegram and 
Sun were still cool. The J-A still didn't 
regard the furor as page one news; it 


. published a brief story on page seven 


quoting Nixon and gave more attention 
to Mundt’s attack on The Post than to 
the charges against Nixon. The W-T & §S 
published a modest one-column head re- 
porting that Nixon attributed all his woes 
to “leftist smears.” 


TIME-BOMB EXPLODES: Not until late 
Friday afternoon did the W-T & S find 
the story worth any real page-one display; 
that was when Ike could be pictured as 
“defending” Nixon. The J-A still refused 
to pay much atteniion, although the news 
of Ike’s statement did creep into an un- 
ostentatious place on page one shortly 
before nightfall. 

In the course of that day, by the way, 
the AP devoted almost as many words to 
Mundt’s attack on The Post as it had to 
its first vague account of the Nixon story. 

What happened in New York was not 
unique. With honorable exceptions, the 
press initially blanketed the story. Corre- 
spondents aboard the Eisenhower train 
reported that one reason for Ike's slow 
response to the news was the burial of the 
early dispatches in most newspapers along 
his campaign route. In Omaha on Thurs- 
day night reporters had to fight their wav 
to page 57 of the Omaha World-Herald 
to discover that Nixon was under fire. 
The same thing apparently happened in 
many other cities. 

We can only voice the obvious sugges- 
tion that the story might have been 
greeted with more immediate and general 
press enthusiasm if a Democratic nominee 
had been involved. 


EXTRA!—THREE DAYS LATER: But 
the truth will out in a democracy, and it 
did in many places—at least widely 
enough to create the present uproar. We 
think radio newscasts helped a lot; many 
radio and television commentators seemed 
far less inhibited than the newspapers. 


Anyway, by Saturday the story that the 
Associated Press forgot to file for so many 
hours on Thursday was the nation’s big- 
gest story. Even editors who had buried 
the original disclosures were voicing the 
belief that Nixon had become expendable. 

On Sunday Senator McCarthy and Wal- 
ter Winchell, who used to be a newspaper 
man, were still crying out that it avas 
subversion to expose the financial affairs 
of a Republican nominee. But both up- 
right and prone Republican editors were 
conceding that Poor Richard Nixon was a 
dubious co-leader for the G.O.P.'s “moral 
crusade.” The news had finally gotten 
around,

Between Book Ends 


Great Viennese

SELECTED PROSE, by Huge von 
(Pantheon Books, 384 pgs., $4.50.) 
The author of the present selections is 

not.yet well known in this country. A 

Viennese, whose early reputation was 

made as a poet, Hugo von Hofmannstahl 

abandoned the lyric after the 1890’s and 
devoted himself to fiction, essays, and to 
works for the theater. He was closely asso- 
ciated with the great producer Max Rein- 
hardt and with the composer, Richard 

Strauss. His drama, “Elektra,” was set to 

musie by Strauss; and for that composer 

he did the libretti for “Der Rosenkavalier” 
and other operas. His ‘death occurred in 

1929. 

The prongs volume suffers in being 
drawn from four sep- 
arate German  vol- 
umes, including a va- 
riety of forms. What 
were the publishing 
or editorial consider- 
ations which led to 
making exactly this 
sort of book? The re- 
sult has a lack of 
unity which is not 
calculated to attract 
enough readers to 
assure a proper 
American estimate 
and understanding of 
wh ee von Hofmannstahl’s 

. work. And Hermann 

Broch's labored introduction jis not of 

great help. 

The reader of prose fiction would like 
to have seen this book do again, as the 
German collection of the author's “Tales” 
does with the short early works. Instead, 
this begins with the fragmentary novel 
“Andreas” and the notes which Von Hof- 
mannstahl prepared for its composition, 
He would like to have had, not one chap- 
ter of the completed novel, “The Woman 
Without a Shadow,” but the entire novel. 
The short-stories which do appear, “An 
Episode in the Life of the Marshal de 
Bassompierre.”’ and “A Tale of the Cav- 
alry,” give a tantalizing suggestion of what 
the book might have been. 

Even the literary critic, for whom this 
book must have been intended, finds him- 
self handicapped by the uncertain inten- 
tion of the volume. He is grateful for the 
reprinting of essays on Shakespeare and 
Balzac. He finds extremely interesting 
“The Letter of Lord Chandos,” with its 
puzzling over the relations of subect and 
object, and its mystical identification of 
the two. And the collection of epigrams 
from “The Book of Friends” he finds 
fascinating. But he leaves the book knowe 
ing only a little here and a little there, 
ang nothing completely. 

A better introduction to the work of 
Hugo von Hofmannstahl could have been 
arranged for the American reader. An 
edition of collected “Tales” might be the 
answer. Perhaps another publisher will 


attempt such a volume. :

There is a code of a kind for. 
this process. The vice-presiden- 
tial candidate must come from 
some other geographical area 
than the presidential nominee, 
and otherwise is chosen for vari- 
ous reasons. For appeal, perhaps, 
to some group or groups not con- 
sidered sufficiently represented in 
the presidential candidate; or to 
appease a wing of the party that 
lost on the battle for first place;

Four years before, President 
Roosevelt had literally jammed 
the nomination of Henry Wallace 
down the throats of reluctant 
delegates and in the intervening 


years Mr. Wallace had rallied sup- 


port from rank-and-file elements, 
especially labor, which promoted 
the almost-successful revolt in 
1948. 

The “bossed” nomination of 
Harry Truman was regarded later 
as a happy alternative in view 
of Henry Wallace’s subsequent po- 
litical career.

Misunderstanding Nixon 


To Summerfield the fuss over 
Nixon is nothing more _ than 
Democratic politics. He would 
agree with Senator Robert A. 
Taft that since Nixon’s views 
were 100 per cent in accord with 
those of the wealthy Californians 
who gave the fund, there could 
be no harm in it. They were 
not “buying” him, since he was 
already with them. 

It is impossible for a man of 
Summerfield’s background and 
outlook to understand what the 
identification of Nixon with a few 
men of large interests can mean 
to the ordinary voter.

But 
it is difficult to evaluate his in- 
fluence as compared with that of 
more forceful and forthright men 
at Eisenhower’s elbow. 


Still another adviser with daily 
and almost hourly access to the 
candidate is Senator Fred Seaton 
of Nebraska, a newspaper publish- 
er. Seaton is also without experi- 
ence in national politics. He was 
appointed only last December to 
the Senate seat left vacant by the 
death of Senator Kenneth Wherry, 
who had been minority floor lead- 
er. Seaton tries to make up in 
zeal and devotion for his lack of 
experience. 


Ike’s Lack of Interest. 


Among the 50 or more staff 
members—this includes stenog- 
raphers, mimeographists and so 
on—are able and practical people 
who know their jobs. But they 
are of limited usefulness in sup- 
plying what ‘Eisenhower needs 
most—information on which he 
can rely about how the campaign 
is going, what people are thinking 
and how they are reacting. 

Some of his staff complain that 
he is not really interested in this 
last. They tell of putting news- 
papers and individual newspaper 
articles before him which he does 
not read. 

All this is so different from the 
crisp, sure conduct within the 
chain of command in which Eisen- 
hower functioned so. effectively. 
The rules are writteh down in a 
book. If you violate them, you pay 
the penalty without any ands, ifs 
or buts: that is, you do if you get 
caught in public. 

A great many people are begin- 
ning to feel deep sympathy for 
Eisenhower, caught in the center 
of a division which he could not 
possibly have anticipated from the 
remoteness of his NATO assign- 
ment in Paris.

Marciano accomplished the feat 
with a smashing right hand blow 
to the chin of Jersey Joe Walcott, 
‘Camden, N.J., in 43 seconds of the 
thirteenth round at Municipal 
Stadium here last night before 
40,379 fans who roared their ap- 
proval of a brawl which saw most 
science tossed to the winds and 
nothing but sheer power and 
courage on display. 

The three officials had the 
aging champion out in front by 
wide margins for 12 rounds but 
he couldn’t stand up under the 
tremendous blow which the 28- 
year-old challenger (10 years his 
junior) turned loose. 


Walcott’s admitted age is 38, al- 
though he is thought to be older. 
Walcott sank to the floor as the 
blow landed, his arm draped over 
the lower strand of the ring rope 
and his head pointed toward the 
floor. His leg was bent under- 
neath ‘him. He never made a 
move as if to get up as Referee 
Charles Daggert counted 10 over 
him. And as the final count was 
tolled Joe slid’ to the floor on 
his back with a blank stare in his 
eyes. 

Even after he had been re- 
vived sufficiently to go to his 
corner, he had to be assisted from 
the ring. Two policemen aided 
him in walking to his dressing 
room where his manager, Felix 


Rocky Floored in 


Rocky proved that he had all 
the courage that any champion 
might need as he was knocked 
to the floor by Walcott in the 
first round and was punished se- 
verely in succeeding rounds. But 
he had the courage and the phys- 
ical stamina to spot Walcott 12 
pounds in weight (Rocky weighed 
184-to Walcott’s 196), better box- 
ing skill, a-punch at least as hard 
as his, worlds of experience, and 
still win. 

It Was a tough fight for both 
men, and before the finish both 
showed the signs of battle. Wal- 
cott suffered a bad cut over his 
left eye in the sixth round and 
that bothered him from then on. 
He also was cut high on the 
head. Marciano was cut on the 
head and the bridge of his nose 
was slashed. In addition, he had 
a small cut near his right eye. 

Weill Makes Complaint. 


Their handlers managed to 
stanch the flow of blood between 
rounds, but the medication which 
was used on Walcott brought 
complaints from Al Weill, Marci- 
ano’s manager, to the referee that 
the stuff was getting into Marci- 
ano’s eyes and causing him 
trouble. 

And it was, or something was, 
for Rocky blinked continuously 
and seemed to be having consid- 
erable difficulty with his sight. 

Walcott started the fight like 
a young man as he pushed his 
younger adversary around almost 
at will, then dropped i for a 
count. 

Through the middle Bart. of the 
fight, however, Walcott changed 
his style to his usual retreat and 
punch. He pulled his famous little 
sidestep shuffle, too, and made 
Marciano chase him all around 
the ring. 

The younger man was equal to 
the added strain which this placed 
on him and tore after Walcott, 
trying hard to land a telling blow. 

As the bout wore along past 
the tenth round, the. first time 
that Marciano had been called 
upon to go so far, Walcott, in- 
stead of tiring, seemed to find 
his second wind and actually took 
the play away from the younger 
man in the eleventh and twelfth 
rounds. 

Toward the end of the eleventh 
round Joe drove a right hand to 
Marciano’s body which shook up 
the Brockton boy severely. A left 
and another right cut Marciano’s 
eye slightly. 

Joe Keeps Up Retreat. 

In the twelfth round, Walcott 
kept up his retreat and stabbed 
Marciano with his left. A left 
and right to Rocky’s stomach 
again hurt him and another left 
to his head re-opened the cut 
on the bridge of his nose. 

Marciano seemed to be tiring 
badly at this point and it seemed 
that he made his bid for the title 
too soon, for the veteran in front 
of him was making him miss 
badly and look amateurish on 
occasion. 

Ringsiders felt that Marciano 
would be very lucky indeed to 
last thrcugh the 15 rounds but, 
hardly had the thirteenth round 
started, when Marciano, summon- 
ing all the strength in his power- 
ful body, tore after Walcott again 


With such suddenness and with 
such speed did the tide of battle 
turn in Marciano’s favor that the 
ringsiders were stunned during 
the count. Then a_ tremendous 
roar went up as it was realized 
that he had dethroned Walcott. 
ton, estimated at 3000, charged 
their hero. Despite the valiant 
efforts of a corps of policemen, 
they swarmed into the ring in 
such numbers that you couldn't 
believe that it would hold them all. 

Fortunately, the ring was made 
of sound material and it did not 
give way as they danced and 
sang and cheered for their Rocky.

ITH the quail season open- 

ing Nov. 10, not too much 

time is left to condition your 
dog or to yard-break and teach 
that young puppy obedience so 
that he will be ready to go afield 
when ‘the day arrives. Penned 
dogs, except in the larger board- 
and training kennels, have little 
opportunity to exercise. The 
quail season in Missouri is of 
short duration, from Nov. 10 to 
Dec. 31, and many of these days 
are wasted because of the poor 
physical condition of the gun dogs 
in the earlier part of the season. 
They start-the hunt with the wild, 
reckless abandon of a 10-year-old 
boy at the morning recess of 
school, but in an hour or so they 
are at their masters’ heels, 
tongues lolling, and panting like 
a wood-burning steam engine of 
the 80s—and the hunt for the day 
is over. 

Young dogs are taken afield 
that could not distinguish be- 
tween a quail and a grasshopper 
if it were not for their natural 
pointing instincts, The pointer 
came by his name because of his 
ability. to point game. Records 
actually show that these dogs 
have been used for this particular 
purpose for more than 300 years. 
The pointer was known in Eng- 
land as early as 1650. Supposi- 
tion is that the earliest pointers 
were a cross between the setting- 
spaniel type and the English fox- 
hound. Some dog historians, 
however, believe that the original 
pointers were brought to England 
from Spain or Porugal and that, 
through selective breeding, the 
coarse, heavy, clumsy features 
were eliminated and the faster, 
lighter, bolder-ranging pointer of 
today is the result. 

They were first imported to 
America between 1870 and 1890 
and were accompanied by their 
English pedigree of several gen- 
erations. Rip Rap, Jingo, King 
of Kent, Price’s Bang, and Main- 
spring are a few of the imported 
dogs and the pedigree of practi- 
cally every pointer of today con- 
tains their bloodlines if the ances- 
try were traced back far enough. 
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The pointer develope his bird 
sense early in life and he is born 
with a competitive spirit. Most 
of them have excellent noses, 
good range, bird sense, and a 
world of endurance if they are 
properly conditioned. 
‘Gentleman’s Dog.’ 
ANY dog fanciers give Ed- 
Meara Laverack and Count 
Llewellin credit for develop- 

ing the English setter. In years 
gone by, setters were usually 
classified by American sportsmen 
as Laveracks or Llewellins. Set- 
ters from these kennels were im- 
ported to this country and crossed 
with the most select native stock 
and became our present . day 
American-English setters. The 
English setter is a beautiful dog 
with the hallmark of the aristo- 
crat of dogdom on his refined 
features. Although the setter’s 
Mong coat will pick up more 
cockleburs than that of the point- 
er, yet the setter will go boldly 
into briar thickets that the short- 
haired pointer will often carefully 
avoid. They are stylish, gentle, 
and seldom as nervous and high- 
strung as are the pointers. They 
can truly be called a gentlemen’s 
shooting dog and companion. 

The Gordon setters, which are 
rare, are imports from Scotland 
and their coloration of black and 
tan makes them hard to see when 
on point and this has been a 
handicap to their popularity. The 
Irish setters were originally white 
and dark red in color, with the 
white predominating in many in- 
stances. Theh breed today is en- 
tirely dark red and for years they 
have been the favorite at bench 
shows. Many “authorities claim 
that this breeding for color has 
sacrificed the bird sense, range 
and style of these dogs and that 
they do not equal the English set- 
ter as a gun dog and are seldom 
seen in the larger field trials. 
German shorthairs, Brittany span- 
iels, originally from France, wire- 
haired Griffons from Holland, and 
the latest import, . Weimaraners 
from Germany, all. have their en- 
thusiasts, but the pointers and 
setters by far predominate the 
field by the nimrods in their quest 
of upland game. , 

Regardless of breed, no dog will 


perform creditably if taken afield 
untrained to simple commands, or 
rolling fat and out of condition. 
Obedience is a prime requisite to 
successful quail hunting and a 
few simple commands, taught in 
your own back yard until the pup 
becomes letter-perfect in their ex- 
ecution, will mean many pleasant 
days afield. “Whoa,” .“steady,” 
“heel” and “fetch” sound elemen- 
tary but they are major issues 
when game is on the wing. To 
take a dog that has been con- 
fined for over 10 months in a nar- 
row, restricted pen and put him 
down in the field and expect him 
to perform at top speed all day 
is like putting the fat man of the 
circus in the same ring with -Ar- 
chie Moore and saying, “There 
he is; just step in and knock his 
block off.” It just can’t be done 
that way.

“It was one of the outstanding ‘hrills of my life.”

SCOTSMAN over 300 years 
A 2x0 defined this saying for 

us, and a Danish-born Amer!i- 
can gave it renown in English 
speech. The former, James Kelly, 
listed in his “Scottish Proverbs,” 
published in 1721: “One half of 
the world kens nof how the other 
lives—men bred to ease and lux- 
ury are not sensible of the mean 
condition of a great many.” 

By the time of Kelly’s listing, 
the proverb ,was already old. In- 
deed, in 1755, our own Benjamin 
Franklin wrote in “Poor Rich- 
ard’s Almanac,” “It is a common 
say, that ‘one half of the world 
does not know how the other half 
lives.” And the “common say- 
ing” had been recorded 100 years 
earlier in the “Outlandish Prov- 
erbs” which George Herbert pub- 
lished in 1640. 

The Danish-born American we 
mentioned was the beloved Jacob 
A. Riis, who came to this country 
as a young man from Denmark, 
where he was born in 1849. He 
died in 1914 and left his name 
inscribed on the honor roll of 
social service in the country of 
his adoption. “How the Other 
Half Lives” is the title of a book 
written by Jacob Riis, which 
served, as well as the author’s ac- 
tual works on social reform, to 
focus public attention on this im- 
portant aspect of American life.

As a 
matter of fact, North would have 
jumped to six spades instead of 
bidding five had he not sensed 
that the slam call in spades would 
“spot” South and make him go to 
seven clubs. 

West opened the spade jack. 
South won with the ace and laid 
down the ace and queen of 
trumps, getting the bad news 
when West showed out. East, on 
taking his club king, apparently 
felt that he did not have to worry 
—his remaining 9-7-6 of trumps 
looked like a sure trick. In any 
case, he returned the diamond 
queen—and lived to regret it! 


Declarer knew, of course, that 
his only chance was a coup, so 
after winning the diamond shift 
with the ace, he ruffed a low 
diamond to shorten his trumps, 
cashed another high trump, led 
a spade to the board and ruffed 
another low diamond, then led 
the heart six to the king. Now 
East was trapped. Dummy’s re- 
maining spade honor provided a 
discarding opportunity for one of 
South’s hearts; the other went off 
on the diamond king, and with 
only two cards left, South’s 10-8 
of trumps lay over East’s 9-7. 


If East had given more thought 
to the situation, he might have 
led his singleton heart after tak- 
ing his trump king.

ORE nurses are desperately needed in hospitals and for 
M private duty.

Perhaps some of these potential candidates do not realize 
the acuteness of the need or the attractiveness of nursing as 
a profession. Schools of nursing, comparable in many ways to 
colleges, are now a far cry from those of a few decades ago. 
The course of instruction today is based on the scientific prin- 
ciples of medicine and nursing as well as on the practical 
skills necessary.

Nursing is a highly-respected profession open to all quali- 
fied young women.

Good Meat 


By Edith M. Barber 


HOOSING meat is a big prob- 
lem nowadays. Almost all of 
it is so expensive .that we 
have to make every effort to get 
the most for our money. This is 
more puzzling when it comes to 
beef than it is for any other meat. 

While a side of beef is marked 
with its grade, the meat dealer is 
usually the only person who gets 
a good look at this. He also 
knows just how ‘long the meat 
may have been hung—a factor 
which influences both the tender- 
ness and the flavor. If you are a 
regular customer, he is more like- 
ly to give you the benefit of his 
knowledge. At my own market, 
I can be sure of quality. My deal- 
er suggests the most economical 
buy and does not attempt to sell 
me a cut that should be pot- 
roasted, as a good oven roast. 

In choosing meat, you can 
judge somewhat by the color; it 
should be dull red. There should 
be streaks of creamy, white fat 
through the meat and around it. 
The bones should be red at the 
cut ends. Your friendly meat 
dealer will give you the rest of 
the information you need and 
value for the money you spend. 

Roast Beef. 

Choose a standing rib roast of 
at least two ribs. If desired, have 
roast boned and rolled. Insert 
meat thermometer, if available. 
Cook in slow oven (325 degrees), 
or in hot oven (450 degrees) for 
25 to 30 minutes and lower teme- — 
peraiure to 325 degrees. A 4- 
pound rib roast will take one and 
three-fourths to two and one- 
fourth hours to be medium, rare 
or well done. The meat thermom- 
eter should read 140 degrees, 160 
degrees to 170 degrees to reach 
these points. If bones are re- 
moved, roasting time must be in- 
creased about 10 minutes per 
pound. 

Savory Pot Roast. 

Three to four pounds beef pot 
roast, salt, pepper, garlic, two me- 
dium-sized onions, sliced; one cup 
water, celery leaves, six cloves, 
two bay leaves, one-fourth cup 
flour. 

Rub meat with salt, pepper and 
garlic. Brown on all sides in its 
own fat or in extra shortening, if 
needed. Add sliced onion and 
cook with meat until yellow. Add 
water and seasoning. Cover and 
simmer over low heat about two 
and one-half hours until tender. 
Remove meat to hot platter.-Skim 
off all but about one-fourth cup 
of fat. Mix flour with cold water 
to a smooth paste and stir into 
liquid remaining in pan. Stir 
over low heat until thick. Add 
more water and more salt, if nec- 
cessary. Yield: Six to eight serv- 
ings.

He then came up with 
this self-criticism: The Chris- 
tians are charitable; we neo- 
pagans are not, as he asked: 
“Are we refusing to face the 
fact that Christianity owes its 
success above all to its philan- 
thropy towards strangers and 
to its provision for funerals 
and to its parade of a high 
puritanical morality? These 
are all, surely, virtues which 
we ourselves ought to put into 
practice bona fide. ... You 
must establish in every city an 
ample number of* hospices, in 
order thet strangers may have 
the benefit of a philanthropy 
which will be recognized as 
ours; and this serviee must not 
be confined to strangers of our 
own persuasion; it must be at 
the disposal of anybody what- 
soever who is in need. I have 
already provided for the allo- 
cation to you of the necessary 
funds. ...A fifth of this grant 
should be spent on the poor 
who are in the clientele of the 
(pagan) clergy; the balance 
should be distributed to stran- 
gers and beggars. It is a dis- 
grace to us that our own 
people should be notoriously 
going short of assistance, while 
the impious Galileans are sup- 
porting not only their own poor 
but ours as well. You must get 
our Hellenic community into 
the habit of doing good works 
of this kind by instructing them 
that this is one of our most 
ancient traditional activities.

quois™ came from a language 
of Algonquin Indians, and the 
meaning is “real adders” or “real 
snakes.” 

The Iroquois called themselves 
“Ong-won-on-si-on-ni,” meaning 
“People of the Long House.” This 
name seldom was used by white 
settlers. The whites picked up the 
name of Iroquois, and used it. 
The Iroquois helped the British 
in warfare against the French. 

» * * 

WHEN THE IROQUOIS formed 
the union of the Five Nations, 
they made rules about sachems, 
or ehiefs. Fifty chiefs were 
chosen to handle problems of the 
group. Eight wére from the Sen- 
eca tribe, 10 from the Cayugas 
and nine apiece from the Mohawk 
arid Oneida -tribes. The Onon- 
daga tribe, or nation, had 14 
chiefs among the 50, making it 
the leading tribe, in a sense. 

All the chiefs were men, but 
we are told that Iroquois women 
did much to decide which men 
should become chiefs. 

Hiawatha, a figure of legend, 
is given credit for bringing about 
the union of tribes. He is sup- 
posed to have been born about 
500 years ago in a Mohawk vil- 
lage. We are told that at an early 
age he was adopted by an Onon-

A Turtle warrior of -the 
Seneca tribe could never marry a 
Turtle girl even though she might 
belong to the Mohawk tribe,” On 
the ether hand a Turtle warrior 
was quite free to marry a girl of 
any other clan in his own tribe. 

We might suppose that there 
would come trouble because chil- 
dren of a marriage would be of 
mixed clans, as half Turtle and 
half Wolf. The Iroquois had a 
simple rule to take care of this 
problem. Every child in a family 
belonged to the clan of the moth- 
er. If the mother was in the 
Heron clan for example, all her 
sons and daughters wére classed 
as Herons. °
